MINING ENGINEERS 


Wisconsin Iron and Lead Mines Are 


Great 
Fields—Courses of 


Study Arc Essential. 


The 
unprecedented 
expansion 
of 


the mining industry in recent years, 
tho tendency toward concentration of 
control, and the accompanying charg- 
es in methods oC mining, extraction 
and transportation of the ores have 
required a differentiation and special- 
isation of the technical help neces- 
sary for such operations. 
The versa- 


tile mining engineer who, when call- 
ed upon, will open up a mine, mstalt 
machinery, run a concentrating plant 
or smelter,'build a railway, or make 
a geological report, with excursions' 
into their technical branches, is as 
ubiquitous as ever, but his activities 
arc becoming less diversified, and a 
part of his work is passing into the 
hands of specialists in one or more 
of these several lines of work, such 
as the civil engineer, the mechanical 
engineer, the metallurgist and 
the 


economic geologist. These specialists 
may or may not know some of the 
other branches necessary to mining. 
Ic is highly desirable that, they do 
fcnow them. But their essential qual- 
ification must be thorough training in 
the fundamentals of their particular 
lines; the application of these princi- 
ples to mining can, if necessary, be 
largely acquired in the local field of 
•tt-orli. 
On tho other hand the man 


.-who has acquired a knowledge of the 
'•applications of his specialty of min- 
dng without a thorough grounding in 
the principles can scarcely supply the 
deficiency in later years and is per- 
manently handicapped in the develop- 
ment of new methods to meet the 
constantly changing conditions. Man- 
agers of some olNthe largest mining- 
enterprises are beginning to insist on 
thorough fundamental 
training 
in 


their technical help even to the point 
of taking men whose training in ap- 
plied mining and allied subjects 'has 
been trivial. 
They reason that the 


•experience will soon give them- enough 
of the 'applied branches1 to meet their 
immediate needs, 
while 
experience 


•will not give them the fundamentals. 


The tendency toward specialization 


thus opens a field to graduates of uni- 
versities or colleges in which 
this 


fundamental training in engineering, 
geology or chemistry is emphasized 
rather than their applications1 to min 
ing. The mining school has excellent 
courses in the fundamentals, but the 
.necessity of crowding in go much ap 


plied work 'in the four years makes it 
necessary to encroach 
upon 
these 


subjects to an extent not necessary 
in a. university or college.' On the 
other hand, some of the universities 
or colleges may give instruction in 
applied mining subjects equal to that 
of the mining schools, but as a whole 
tho .mining school is better adapted 
•to give this1 work. 'It would follow 
from'these remarks that in the train- 
.ing of mon for the mining ritu'ustry 
in its newer phases' both the mining 
school and the university may play 
an important part,—the- university in 
the basal training of engineering, ge- 
ology or chemistry, the mining school 
in the. applications of these subjects 
10 mining. There seems to be littlt 
need of duplication of their work. -I; 
•would seem especially undesirable foi 
t'he university to attempt to Introduce 
courses in applied mining and metal- 
lurgy into a four .years' course at the 
expense of the subjects of the pres- 
ent courses. 
If introduced, as they 


doubtless will be to a small extent, 
they should be a part of a five or six 
years' course. 
Instead of competing 


at u disadvantage, 
perhaps 
tempor- 


ary.' in the.'mining school's field, the 
university has its own special oppor- 
tunity.

Secretary Taft's 
party to the Philippines this sum-, 
mar," il. was expected that the tariff 
reduction hill would have plain sail- 
ing this winter, but from the develop, 
inenl.s to date thin idea appears to be 
erroneous. It is doubtful if the mass 
of the American people understand 
Un> subject.

•wont into tho interior and interview- 
ed officials, planters and workmen. 


Very Sensational. 


His statements before the 
Ways 


and' Moans 
committee 
were 
little 


short of sensational. 
For 
instance, 


ho exhibited 
to 
the' committee ' a 


photograph oC Mr. John Hoii. who 
testified before the Tat't investigating 
party in favor of. the bill, standing in 
a cnno Held, on his own plantation 
with tho cans ten feet high, and this 
cane was1 tho tenth crop grown from 
one 
planting. 
Another 
photograph 


showed a man standing on tho bade 
of a horse who was unable to reach 
the top of. the sugar cane, -which was 
thirteen feet in height and two and 
a half inches in diameter;

Michigan,

The Productiveness. 


In reply to questions by Represen- 


tative Smith, 
Mr, 
Hathaway later 


testified that the capacity of the soil 
of the Philippines was from six to 
vieht tons of sugar per'acre, while 
that of Michigan, in the beet sugar 
district, was only two tons per acre. 


' "The cost of producing sugar in the 


islands, he added, "was given to me 
by the men who raise sugar, and not 
by politicians seeking 
free trade," 


the inference 
being that 
the wit- 


nesses who had appeared before tho 
Taic party while in tho islands-, had 
been' actuated more by n desire to 
secure free trade ^vith this country 
i ban by a disposition to present the 
exact facts. Mr. Hathaway presented 
the statements of a number of grow- 
ers to show that sugar could be rais- 
ed in. lloilo at a cost of seventy-four 
and one-half cents 
per 
hundred 


pounds, and could be produced on tho 
plantations of Negros for fifty cents 
gold, per hundred pounds. 
He 
sub- 


stantiated 
his statements 'with 
a 


number of tables and explained that 
In most cases tliey were taken from1 
bool;s of the planters. 


Challenges Taft. 


Mr. Hathaway challenged the state 


mfint of Secretary Taft 
before tho 


committee that no peonage exists in 
the islands today, and quoted inter- 
views with a number of Americans 
in tho island showing that it 
does 


exist away from the centers of. civll- 
ix.ation where the families are held 
for the debts ol" their parents. 
The 


superintendent of schools 
of 
lloilo 


cited one case where an elderly worn- 
an with a family had just been re- 
leased from a debt 
of 
seventy-five 


•pesos or $'37.riO. 
Another case was 


where' the' original, debt was for a 
shirt which cost twenty-five 
cents. 


He quoted Judge McCabe, 
of 
the 


Court of First Instance, as having 
stated that most, of the sugar and 
hemp in the islands was raised on 
shares in such a manner that (he ten- 
ants were constantly in dei>': with tins 
landlord. 
The peons WITH Jim sold 


w i t h the estate 
as 
under Spanish 


rule, nor if they ran away won.- :h«ty 
forcibly returned lo their 
luus 


except when the case came before 
a Filipino governor whose lands of- 
tentimes were being tilled under tho 
peonage 
system. 
He 
also 
quoted 


. Captain \V. S. Smith, in command of 


i he constabulary, as stal.ing that the 
system of peonage in vogue in the 
Philippines- Today -is worse than the 
slavery in tho "United States before 
the civil war. These- statements, as 
well as many others of planters and 
officials, declared Mr. Hathaway, were 
jnade to him in the presence of an 
American witness who was then in 
the room. 


The Labor. 


"Is it 
sound 
American policy?" 


asked Mr. Hathaway, "to bring Amer- 
ican labor into competition with that 


kind of labor? 
Which do you prefer, 


to have the American Jarmer receive 
$2.:H per hundred pounds 
for 
the 


sugar in the beets, or to build up this 
system of peonage in the Philippines 
and .have Uie 
Americans 
abandon 


their farms?" 
Mr. Hathaway testi- 


fied that the average rate of wages 
in the island of .Xogros .was eight 
cents per day with an- allowance of 
five cents per 
clay for food, or .a 


total of thirteen cents gold per diem. 
On the avearge from four to six crops 
could be raised without 
replanting, 


while in some cases it ran from ten 
crops upward, 
in one very notable 


instance, they were harvesting 
tho 


eighteenth crop since the cane was 
lirst planted. 


In Michigan. 


In reply to various questions, Mr. 


Hatliaway stated that, this year a total 
of $i,(!fiO,000 had been paid by the 
seven factories in Michigan to far- 
mers for beets. 
An average of. 240 


pounds of sugar was obtained Troin. a 
ton of beets, so that the raw sugar 
cos!, in Hie beet, $i'.:u per hundred 
pounds. 
It was sold at an average 


of ?'U2 per hundred pounds rclined, 
so that the farmers gor. fifty-six per 
cent of the refiners' forty-four 
per 


cent to cover their expenses and in- 
terest, on their investment, profit:, etc.

hundred pounds, 


leaving, the margin between that anfl 
$'U2 per hundred pounds for interest 
on investment, and pro lit. 
In reply to 


Representative Dalxell, M'r. Hathaway 
stated "that as far as known the 
American Sugar 
Refining • company 


had no interest whatever in the beet, 
sugar factories in Michigan. A man 
in Detroit had considerable 
stock, 


but they did not know for whom he 
acted. 
In any event, the sugar trust, 


did not' have a controlling interest 
in any Michigan factory." 'As an evi- 
dence oC the possibilities 
of 
sugar 


cult.ure in tii'c Philippines, 
the wit- 


ness stated thai there was one tract. 
of land ready for the plow, which 
contained nin'oty square miles of'vir- 
gin soil, where a plow could be run 
four miles in a straight line.

PLINY NORCROSS HAS 


MADE HIS DECISION 


Stands for a Two Cent Fare on the 


Railroads—So States in the 


Legislature, 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 3 G.—(Special.) 


—Pliny Xorcross, the stalwart leader 
in the assembly, is in favor of a two- 
cent passenger rate on the railroads. 
He stated Thursday that he intended 
to write to the president and other 
officers of! the railroads doing business 
in,Wisconsin on his stationery as a 
member of the assembly that they 
ought in right to grant this conces- 
sion to the people. 


"Perhaps 'concession' is 
not the 


right word • exactly," he 
said, "but 


the roads otight to voluntarily make 
an 'offer' to the people of the state 
of a reduced passenger rate. 
They 


have been making increased revenues 
on account of the laws -\vhich the 
state has passed in the last few years. 
The anti-pass law alone lias 
meant 


that probably $00,000 or 
$73,000 a 


year o£ the state's money contributed 
by the taxpayers, lias been paid to 
them for service for ivhic:h they re- 
ceived nothing before. 
Other laws 


have also contributed to their coffers. 
Now, 
in simple justice the railroads 


ought to give baclc something to the 
people. And they ought 1.0 do it free- 
ly and willingly, without 'being cora- 


j pel led to do it. 
They grant two-cent 


rates :to those persons 
who buy a 


thousand or two thousand mile ticket, 
ff they can afford to do that, they can 
afford to grant a two-cent, fare for 
those who ride less. I do not intend 
to introduce any bill'to compel the 
roads to grant a reduced fare, but. in 
my opinion they ought to do that of 
their own free will, and I will tell 


j them so/ I believe, also, that their 


j revenues would be increased by so 
| doing."

that a two-cent passenger rate bill 
would be introduced at th'is session, 
but nothing of that sort has material- 
ized yet. It is said that the rate com- 
mission, who has authority to order 
a two-cent rate, is considering- such 
a proposition at this time.
